One  opinion  is  that  the  legend  refers  to  Constantine  as 
Prince  of  Youth  and  Prince  of  the  Equestrian  Order,  while  A Ifoldi  says  "this  refers  to  Constantine’s  experiment  of  reorganizing  the 
class  of  equities  at  Roma,  restricting  it  to  Rome”.  By  the  way  EQVIS  stands  for  horseman  or  knight. 

This  is  an  extremely  important  numismatic  item.  Near  Mint  State  12000 
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
